Carol Harris explained that Walter Sweet gathers scrap materials from individuals and business who are disposing of the material. She explained the 
material is either stripped by hand or not stripped at all. While on the property with Carol Harris, observed that a container of wires was next to the 
burn barrel. Carol Harris explained to me that the only material burned recently was wood materials from the trailer home on site as well as paper 
products. | explained that some building materials are prohibited from open burning due to the glue, adhesives and treated condition of those building 
materials.

He stated he would like to 
remain anonymous for privacy and protection purposes. He also stated he is okay with us contacting him to ask questions if more information is needed 
to investigate this matter. 


His concern rose as he noticed a facility in an industrial park area was sandblasting outside in the open. He is concerned as he has respiratory health 
issues and would like someone to look into it. He also mentioned that the person(s) he saw sandblasting outside were in full PPE, however, his 
question is “Is sandblasting out in the open illegal?”. He was concerned that the sandblasting should be done in a closed area, not out-in-the-open 
outside. 


He did not have the name of the facility, however, he provided the below information for location. 
The sandblasting was happening outside in an industrial park area near the address 407 Sugar Tree Road (home/location of John Burns at the time of 
this call). He stated that the sandblasting occurred north of a nearby water treatment facility.

| arrived to the property where the sandblasting was reported and began observations at 1:30 p.m. The crew was not working during this time so no 
fugitive emissions were leaving the property. | spoke with the crew lead, Fisher Tannehill, and told him that we had received a concern regarding the 
sandblasting. He informed me that they use a silica free abrasive to do the blasting and that they were a mobile crew. | informed him that although | 
didn't notice any violations during the visit, he needed to be mindful of the wind direction while blasting because a violation would occur if any emissions 
left the property. | left my business card with him and told him if he had any other questions he could email or call me.

At around 10:50am, | arrived to the Denali basin area. | drove north of the basin with my nasal ranger and got a detection at 10:56am. Shortly 
thereafter, | drove to the northwest section of the basin property and noticed that the county road south of Quince was closed. | then drove to the 
basin property from the east entrance and checked out the basin proper. | noticed that the water level of the foamed lagoon had dropped 5-6 feet. 
Several trucks were spraying water and mixing the sludge in the basin to dilute the foam. | then noticed that Evans was on site, and | quickly spoke 
with him. He said that all the subcontractors on site were there to install a trench and pipe to transport water onto the facility for a fogging system 
which is planned for installation around the lagoon to help with odor issues. | also spoke with some subcontractors to ask what they were doing. 
Later, at around 11:30am, | drove to the northside of the basin again to test for a second detection. | stayed north of the basin from 11:30am to 
11:45am, and | did not get another detection. As such, there was no violation that day. | called Gabe Timby on the morning of 8/17 to inform him of 
my investigation and findings. | also called Steve Burns, the CP for this concern, in the afternoon of 8/16 to let him know about our findings with 
Denali thus far.

the house properly. No PPEs and is allowing dust to leave the property. They also stated that they are working on other houses in town.

At around 8:55am, | arrived to the property in question. | noticed that the house had recently been enshrouded in house wrap. There were no signs of 


loose asbestos and there was no dumpster with for demolition waste. | spoke with the tenant of the house, and she did not want to give her name or 
much information. She claimed that the people working on the asbestos were not wearing safety gear or disposing of things properly. She also claimed 
that her landlord did not inform her about the project. At 9am, when | was preparing to leave the property and call the landlord (the tenant gave me his 
number, the landlord pulled into the driveway. | promptly talked to him about the asbestos project. He said that not only was the transite paneling on 
the house tested,but they had a proper abatement contractor come out to remove it since it was confirmed to be 20% chrysotile asbestos. He also said 
they wore proper safety gear the entire time, disposed of the asbestos properly, and sent it off to the landfill accordingly. | requested that he emailed 
me the test report later to confirm. On the night of 8/16/23, he sent me the testing report. | attached it in the concern document set. | also asked 
Senora Cressman with our agency, whether this was a state regulated project. Cressman said that, because the house in question was less than 1500 
square feet, that it was not regulated.* | emailed the owner afterwards to let him know that due to the size of the project, notification of the abatement 
was not required, but | also informed him that courtesy notifications to the Department can be helpful. 

*“CORRECTION- The square footage of the building is irrelevant to determining regulatory status of a building, structure, or installation. This 
project did not require regulated abatement because the asbestos-containing material was non-friable siding, and was not made friable 


during removal.

Before my investigation | stopped at the address for the CP from the previous concern that had been put in. | talked to Beth Tatum regarding the dust 
Tatum told me that they were constantly creating dust that would leave behind a film on their outdoor furniture. She invited me out to her back yard 
where | confirmed there was fugitive dust on the coffee table outside, but | could not confirm the source. | decided to conduct observations to see if 
there would be any fugitive dust leaving the property during my investigation. | began my observations at 1:03 facing east towards the property. From 
1:03 to 1:30, no fugutive emissions left the property but there was activity on the property. No violations were noted during observations. 
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
